Gen oral Description. 


Foundation.—The dry dock will le 


huiltot concrctetand stone masonry. The 
entire structure will be founded upon the 
site shown in the plans, and the lock 
must be excavated sufficiently to allow 
the stone lining to be properly set, with at 
least 18 inches of concrete between the 
nearest part of the rock to the stone 
lining and tha stoue lining, this concrete 
to be mixed in the rations of 1 of 
coment, 2 of aand, and 4 of broken 
stone, and wherever walls are to be 
built the surface of the ronk must be 
cut in steps with horizontal benches 


Buildings and machinery,—The pump 


and boiler houses shall be one-story 
building", the boiler hou'se of selected 
brick, with granite trimmings and sills, 
and timber and slate roof, tha pump 
house of granite with timber, copper, 
acd glass 
roof supported on 
steel 


trusses, as shown. The culverts are to 
be of brick arid concrete upon rock 
foundation, and the puinp.well shall be 
of brick xipon a concrete base and lined 
with enameled brick. The main pumps, 
three in number, ami the drainage pump, 
are to be of centrifugal type, balanced, 
<md driven by direct-oonoected electric 
motors. The generating sets, three in 
number, will consist of vertical com- 
pound engines, with two dynamos direct 
connected to each engine. The boilers 
are to be of steel, six in number. 
The 


caisson, a floating gate, is to be of boat 
form, constructed of steel, and fitted 
with boiler, engine and pump, of the 
capacity and construction elsewhere in- 
dicated. Electric power capstans and 
winches, of capacity elsewhere stated, 
are to be furnished and installed where 
shown, and are to ba connected to the 
switch, board with conductors of suita- 
ble capacities. 
Tenders must ba for the 


dry dock completed, with pump and 
boiler housoe. pump well and culverts, 
caisson, pumps, dynamos, motors, con- 
ductors, instruments, engines, boilers, 
capstans, winches, bollards, cofferdams, 
and other temporary works, j*cleariog 
site, grading and foundation, (approach 
structures, dredging, and all parts of 
the work herein specified, and any not 
enumerated which are necessary to ren- 
der the dock complete aud in efficient 
working order. A separate price will 
be stated for the approaches, to be de- 
ducted from the total amount named in 
the tender provided the approaches are 
omitted, which, the government reserves 
Mie right to do, 


—Sections of the ground are shown by 
borings, rontle upon the site by the gov- 
ernment, but it does not guarantee that 
the borings made indicate truly 'the 
exact character of the ground on the en- 
tiro site, and bidders are requested to 
make full examinations for themselves. 
The levels show the general contour of 
tho ground, but bidder's are desired to 
make examinations for themselves as to 
the amount of excavation and fillinpr.

The stone masonry of tho walls and 


entrance of the dock is to be ashlar in 
continuous courses of rise, as shown, 
aud is to be rough pointed on the face, 
and line pointed on alt*r treads aud on 
iloor. 
Beds aud joiubs are 
to 
be 


smoothly dressed to true planes to form 
ouo fourth inch joints. No open or 
piuched joints- will ..be allowed. -The 
inverts and coping stones are to be la'd 
m mortar of ouo part Portland cement 
and one part aand 
with joints as 


nearly as possible one-eighth inch in 
in thickuees. The quoins are to be laid 
in neat Portland cement, with joints of

pointed np with clear Portland cement 
mortar, ifter being picked out to the 
depth of at least one half inch. The 
mortar to be pressed well and securely 
into the joints, and finished off with 
such tools as may be required.. If the 
pointing is done in hot weather, shelter 
shall be provided to protect the mason- 
ry from the direct rays of tho sun. 


All stones must be laid without pin- 


ning, in full beds of compound, and the 
vertical joints aie to be grouted up full 
and ilush. 


The coping stones are to be not less 


than 2 feet in thickness, 3 feet wide, and 
not less than 4 feet in length, and are to 
have a smooth surface 
They are to be 


laid to break joints wfth the course be- 
low. The coping stones forming the 
top of the caisson meeting face, must be 
of large size, securely fitted and fastened 
by dowels. The coping stones are to be 
rounded on the upper edge to a radius 
of 3 inches. 


Stretchers are to be not less than i 


feet in length, except where shown or 
specifically allowed, and must have 
beds at least one and one half times 
their rise. Headers are to occupy at 
least one-eighth of the entire are* of the 
face of the walls, and are to have a face 
in line with the wall at least equal to 
their height, aud to extend back two 
and one half times their rise. In all 
cases they must hold their width so as 
to be at least 2 feet wide ut the tail. 
, All masonry to be laid in Portland 
cement mortar, as specified above. 


The meeting 
faces for the caisson 


formed by the quoins will be dressed 
perfectly true, so as to make perfectly 
water light joints, with tha caisson, and 
must be the beat quality selected gran- 
ite. There will be no joint in the an- 
gle where tbe seat and meeting face -for 
the caisson meet, but the stones are to 
be worked ont to form the angle.

Boiler and Pump Houses and Well. 
The boiler and pump houses ami well 


are to be of brick, stone, and concret 
masonry, where each is fahown, with 
granolithic-surfaced concrete floors, and 
roofs of steel frame covered with wire 
glass and copper on puuip houfeo and 
slate on boiler house. 


The substructure of pump house wil 
nfaist of a concrete base about 60 fee 


in diameter, resting upon bed rook, up 
on which is bi>ilt the circular brick wal 
shown in the drawings 


The base will contain a water chatnb 


er about 3'2 feet long, foimed with au 
arch on 15-foot radiua and an invert on 
03 foot radius. The water chamber wil 
have a depressed portion to which tin 
whole floor drains for drainage pump 
Tbecuhert from the dock will ente: 
the end of the main chamber. Tin 
arches of the chamber are to be sewe 
brick lined with vitrified brick, laid 
shoved in Portland cement. 


The base is to be formed of best 


quality Portland cement concrete, to 
meet conditions elsewhere specified in 
these specifications for concrete, except 
the upper 4 feet which is to be mixed 
in the proportiocs of 1 cement, 2 sand, 
and i broken stone 


The walls of the substructure are to 


be of best hard-burnt red brick, laid 
shoved in best Portland cement mortar, 
lined with first quality white enameled 
bricks from floor to roof, banded wiih 
colored molded brick not to exceed 23 
courses. 


The outer surface of wall is to be 


protected from moisture by a coat of 
p.sphaltum G iuches in thickness, ap- 
plied hot, as shown. When completed 
the inner surface of tbe wall must be 
and remain dry. 


The walls are to be of granite, lined 


inside with enameled brick", with 6-cut 
granite trimmings of uniform color, and 
slate inside sills. The granite to be of 
dimensions indicated. All granite is to 
be cut to pattern and to plain beds to 
lay joints not exceeding 1-4 inch thick 
Brick and stone to be securely bonded 
to the satisfaction of the civil engineer 
in charge. 


The boiler bouse is to be 50 feet 8 


inches in width, and 21 feet in height to 
the plates, with a covered passage 18 
feet 10 inches in length and 18 feet and 
8 inches in width connecting the boileV 
house with the boiler house of tbe 
electric station, and its construction is 
to be selected, dark-red hard-burnt brick 
with 6-cut granite trimmings of uni 
form color, slate insida sills and slate 
roof on wood covering and steel trus- 
ses, as shown, the slates to be not smal- 
ler than 20 by 10 inches, and to be of 
approved color and thickness, equal to 
Peach Bottom, laid triple, 4 inch cover, 
with elastic cement at ridges and eaves, 
and finished with 14 ounce copper ridge 
rolls. ' The boiler house is to be sup- 
ported on bed rock, as shown, and is to 
conform to the boiler house of the 
electric station and is to be an integral 
part of said station. 


Inside walls of boiler house are to be 


lined, with selected red brick laid in 
martar colored to match brick. 


Pumping Plant. 


The pumping plant is to comprise 


tbr,ee centrifugal pumps for pumping 
out the clock, with separate motors, all 
independent, and one centrifugal drain- 
age pump and motor, with the neces- 
sary suction and discharge pipes, -in- 
stalled in the pump house as shown; al- 
so two vertical cross-compound, con 
clensing, automatically governad en- 
gines; each engine direct ^connected to 
two dynamos; six boilors, with neces- 
sary pipes and fittings, to be installed 
in the engine and boiler house, and un- 
derground tubes and conductors be- 
tween the engine house and the pump 
well.

Engines 


There will be three vertical, 
cross- 


compound, condensing, automatically- 
governed engines, each engine 
direct 


connected to two dynamos. 
When 


running condensing, with 100 pounds 
initial steam pressure and 26 inches va- 
cuum, to be able to work continuously 
with a load of 450 indicated horsepower 
ubing not more tban 15 1 2 pounds of 
dry steam per indicated horsepower|per 
Hour, 
All parts of the engine to be of 


sufficient strength and stiffness to allow 
the use of steam at 150 pounds per 
square inch. 
Engines to have a speed 


of 200 revolutions per minute, and a 
variation of speed not exceeding 1 per 
cent on any load or any chango of load. 


Dynamo-1.—There will be six 150- 


kilowatt dynamos of tbe compound 
wound, direct current, constant poten- 
tial, 125-volt type, arranged for direct 
connection with outboard bearings. 


The fields are to be multipolar and 


the frame to be in two parts arranged 
for easy removal from vicinity of arma- 
ture to allow armature to be lifted from 
its bearing^ and removed from the ma- 
chine.

tank, capstans, trimming tank*, g»to

"It is a great wonder to me," said an 


old chemist in his laboratory the other 
day, 
"why more boys do not take up 


chemical experiments as an 
amuse- 


ment. 
Why, I can do things with the 


common materials of every-clay 
life 


which really seem to be more magical 
to the uninitiated than any of the won- 
ders performed by magicians on the 
public fetage. 


"Now, 
there are those curious little 


bubbles of glass huown variously as 
'Prince Rupert's diops' and as 'Dutch 
tears.' 
Apparently they are merely 


little globules of glass with elongated 
tails, made by heating a small glass 
rod in a flame and allowing the mol- 
ten drops to fall into water. After they 
have cooled you may pound the thick 
part with a hammer or mallet, yet yon 
cannot break them. 
On the other 


hand, if you break a little piece off 
their tails, or touch any part of them 
with a quartz crystal, they will disap- 
pear into the surrounding atmosphere 
quicker than snow will melt on a hot 
fire. To the person who does not know 
the reason the performance is most as- 
tonishing. 


"And 
yet it is all very simple. 
It 


is due to what is known as surfacq 
cohesion. 
Glats when heated to a 


molten state has naturally reached a 
very high temperature, and when the- 
drops of melted glass are allowed to 
fall into the cold water the sudden 
change produces a stress all over the 
surface of the drop which is really ter- 
rific. 
This stress, however, must be 


considered as a whole. 
It is very 


strong when taken all together, but it 
is exactly as though a piece of very 
thin rubber was stretched over the sur- 
face of the glass. 
If you punctured 


the rubber its haste to resume its nor- 
mal condition would pull it off the 
glass. 


"So when you break off the tall of 


the drop or cut through the film of 
very hard glass with a crystal, its en- 
deavor suddenly to resume its normal 
condition results in its own destruc- 
tion, and it breaks up into particles, 
which are really finer than the finest 
sand. 
It seems like a wonderful per- 


formance, but it is no more wonderful 
than many another which any young- 
ster could perform if he would study 
even the simplest forms of chemical 
action." 


Potterinft Versus "Working. 


A great deal of what is called work- 


ing is nothing more than the veriest 
pottering. 
Things are not brought to 


pass. Success is not accomplished, and 
yet the persons engaged seem to be 
working, or at least think they are. 
The person who brings things to pass, 
who keeps steadily and regularly at it, 
with plod and pluck and push is the 
person who really werks. 
There may 


be the place and time for the ephemeral 
dash, as well as for the patient holding 
on in quiet perseverance. 
Some peo- 


ple can be apparently busy in a half- 
peck measure, while to others there 
seem to be no limits to their compass 
of ability. 
Between the potterer and 


the worker there is all the difference 
in the world, in the results achieved 
and even in the character of the work 
performed. 
The highest ambition of 


all should be to be a worker. 
There 


Is the most satisfaction in solid, 
straightforward work, rather than in 
pottering. 
It is more healthful, more 


effective, more gratifying and more to 
be desired, as well as admired in every 
way. 
It also secures better pay be- 


cause of its accomplishments. 
The 


slow worker is not necessarily a pot- 
terer, however, slowness accompanied 
by a steady persistency, with some, 
brings about wonderful achievements. 
In fact "slow and sure" may sometimes 
secure greater results than "hurry and 
flurry."

Whou boarded the second day after 
the action, till were found at their 
posts, a petty officer in the attitude 
of aiming. This occurrence illustrates 
what was strongly borne in upon us, 
namely, that no armor should be used 
which is not suflicient to protect. 
Light protection sufficient to burst a 
shell is fa" more worse than none; in 
the case mentioned, the shell if the 
curved shield had not been there to 
burst it, by the resistance offered suf- 
ficiently to cause the fuse to act, might 
have passed over harmlessly. A six- 
inch had passed through a shield of a 
five-and-a-iuilf-inch broadside gun of 
the Maria Teresa, and, bursting, must 
have killed the entire gun's crew. Of 
course, such shields as meiitione-d will 
protect from ordinary shell fragments; 
but the larger fragments of a moder- 
ate-sized shell have enormous cutting 
power, the anchor chain of the Iowa, 
for example, the links of which arc of 
iron two and si half inches in diameter, 
.eing cleanly cut In two by a frag- 
ment of a tivc-and-one-half-incb shell 
which buirt en her berth deck.

Under the now regulations female 
nurses will be assigned to army hos- 
pitals and other places m the reg- 
ular service. The nurses appointed 
must be graduates of 1 raining schools 
and have sit least tAvo years' experi- 
ence in hospitals. These provisions, 
however, do riot apply in the case of 
the immune nurses for yellow fever 
patients, or nurses who saw service 
in the late war. A nurse will receive 
¥40 per month in the I'm ted States and 
$>~>0 iu the colonies. Ten dollars addi- 
tional will be given to chief nurses 
who have seen the or more years' 
service, and £23 additional for ten 
>cars or more service. Provision is 
also made (or a re^eno corps of nurses 
to be read} for ser\ ice \s henever need- 
ed by the Depaitmeut. This clasb of 
nurses are to receive no pay except 
when on duty.

Believe There Is ReaL Danger of 
a Serious Outbreak. 


Pine Didge, S. D., July 1C.—Fifty 


Indian police fiom this agency have 
started in pursuit of Swift Bear and 
his band of waihLe Sioux, who boom 
determined to bta.it an Indian 
war. 


This is the band that defied Sheriff 
Demmins and his posse on Buck Creek 
to aires-t them for killing game out of 
reason. 


The Indians had their rifles, and 


they would start a war in which all 
the Sioux nation would ensage unless 
they weie lelt to themsehes. The 
Sheriff, knowing the determined spirit 
of this baud, retreated and called foi 
loenforceinonts. Several hundred po 
lice are in pursuit of the Indians, who 
are retreating; into the Kuby Basin 
country of V\ yomhic. 


The Pint- Ridge ofncers believe there 


is real danger of an outbreak. These 
lulians have been slaughtering bi{» 
same in great quantities recently 
Amos Demming, Sheriff of Converse 
county, and a posse left Ltisk on 
Wodni'sdaj with warrants for the ar 
test of the Indhuis. and overtook their 
at Buck (Jreek.

dian Agent, at Pine Ridge to have a 
force of Indian police to go out to in- 
tercept the Indians if they got away 
from the Edgemont anil Wyoming 
posses. It is expected that, the Indians 
will be overtaken somewhere near the 
agency, as they have crossed tJotttih- 
wood Creek, near Edgemont.

Major Smith hud been ordered to 


taKe position at the foot ofttie hill as 
n support to the regular line, which 
had already advanced and was iu 
the thick of the fray. At the flist sign 
of wavering he WJIB Instructed to ad- 
vance to the assistance of the lioops 
which had preceded him. He stypped 
at the foot of Hie hill and, mounted 
upon Ins horse, rode Home little dis- 
tance up the declivity, and from a 
projecting kuoll faced about and look- 
ed down upon the level stretch of ter- 
ritory which broke against the foot 
of the bill At his feet and below him 
on the plain were gathered four com- 
panies of regulars, ranged in battalion 
formation. At tho beads of the com- 
pauica were Captain Miller, the brave 
officer who sncrlflecd his life on the 
nllar of his country on July 10; Cap- 
tain Kowell, Lieutenant Wllbon and 
Lieutenant Creary. Hohind the first 
line was stretched another, not so long.

Their merves were 
steeled and they vould have bravly, 
gladly, joyously followed Major Smith's 
battalion up the hill a little later, when 
tbe orders came, and participated with 
him and his gallant men In the com- 
plete rout of the Spaniards.

against the running of the trolleys in 
front of their summer homes.
